The proconsular system has, 
in all ages, proved a fruitful source of tyranny and corruption. It 
has never yet made a subject people love the nation that employed 
It. Rome's system of laws was beneficent and well adapted to the 
ends of justice, and her civilization was immeasurably superior to 
that of the Asiatics and the semi-barbarous people of Northern 
Europe, yet the history of her long rule is written in letters of blood,

After spending thirty and forty years in India, the most 
capable of the British military and civil officials admit that the gulf 
between the Oriental and the Caucasian is as wide and as fathomless 
as ever. The Dutch, the Spanish and the Portuguese have found the 
Asiatics equally elusive and unassimilative. We are beginning now 
in a field where' all pioneers have failed, and are only at the threshold 
of our difficulties. Our problem is likely to grow in perplexity the 
longer we have to deal with it; and our political system is not 
adapted to its solution. We are more likely to derange our system 
than we are to solve the problem.

hardy old veteran is a relic of the old days and old ways of sea 
fighting, and is reminiscent of the most glorious period in the history 
of the old navy.

Unprosperous Conditions in the 
Philippines 


For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1905, the customs receipts at 


Manila aggregated $6,814,910.78. For the year previous they aggre- 
gated $7,140,803.47. For the year ending June 30, 1903, they were 
$7,451,245.45. This represents a progressive decline in port revenues, 
indicating a falling off in the trade of the Philippine metropolis. In 
1904 the customs receipts were $310,441.98 less than in 1903, and in 
1905 they were $325,892.69 less than in 1904. A proportionate decline 
took place in the total collections for the entire Philippine archipelago 
during the same period, hence the trade barometer at Manila is 
indicative of conditions throughout the islands. Unless this decline 


' 'is,due to some temporary or sporadic cause, it is evidence of waning 


prosperity in the islands. It is generally conceded that industrial 


• and commercial conditions there are not satisfactory, but the Amer- 


ican people will hardly be prepared for a showing so symptomatic'of 
dwindling trade and languishing agriculture. It is urged in the 
islands that removing the tariff barrier in the United States against 
Philippine products, notably the duties on hemp, sugar and tobacco, 
will reverse the unfavorable conditions indicated by the revenue foot-

OAKLAND AND BEAUTY. 


A word to the wise is sufficient. 
It is high time that 


Oakland be up and doing if she doesn't want to take a back 
seat in the line of beauty. No town—San Francisco not 
excepted—can boast better natural advantages than our 
self same city, whose hill dwellers command a magnificent 
sweep of bay and country. 


But—when it comes to attractions other than natural, 


we're simply not in it. 


A few insignificant squares of land comprise all the 


« public parks, outside of which there isn't a place where the 


wayfarer can find pleasure. 


To be sure, there are several open-air resorts over here, 


to enter which an admission fee is charged, but that is 
another matter. 


Oakland is simply destitute of out-of-door attractions. 


There are hundreds of beautiful homes here—that is ad- 
mitted. There are churches galore. There are one or two 
fairly handsome theaters. 


The churches are for the sheep, who are comparative- 


ly small in proportion, and the goats have such a rooted 
objection to spending the hours of sunshine indoors that 
few of them are ever persuaded to enter these sacred edi- 
fices. Nor do they care to spend more than a certain num- 
ber of evenings in the month at the theaters. 


Oakland has never been persuaded to put on her com- 


pany manners. She is progressive only in spots—little 
spots—at that. 


CLEAN AWAY DRY GRASS. 


A few weeks ago there was a great hub-bub made 


about dry grasses and weeds along the sidewalks, and in 
one or two cases, land owners were forced to clean up. 
Whoever had the matter in charge, however, must be near- 
sighted. I could name places without number, right here 


in town, in the residence • districts, where the vacant lots 
are a disgrace, as well as a menace to the public. '•

repulsive — is dumped there regardless of the public eye.

California. The State is productive of the artistic tem- 
perament. But, even with this natural inclination, train- 
ing is necessary. Take music, for instance. Quoting'lhe 
Outlook, the "future progress of music in America will de- 
pend less on the composers of music or the teachers of 
musical technique than on the existence of an intelligent 
and discriminating body of hearers. * * * * * 
To 


be able to recognize as well as enjoy good music, to be able 
to discriminate between it and the bad, and to be able to 
understand in some degree why it is good, is to help make 
good music current and thus add to the artistic riches of 
the country."

TO PRIEST 


WRITE 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 30.—Official cognizance is taken in 


the September number of the Parish Kalendar, a paper issued by 
the priests of St. Ann's Roman Catholic Church, of the apparent 
backwardness of the young men of that congregation in entering the 
married state. The question is discussed by the Rev. Matthew A. 
Hand, who makes public two letters he received from young women 
in the parish. 


In his remarks, which started the Kensington girls to saying 


unkind things about their sterner neighbors, Father Hand dwelt 
upon the fact that most of the marriages he celebrated in June united 
girls of St. Ann's to young men of other parishes. He ventured the 
suggestion that widowers and bachelors from other parts of the city 
vere getting ahead of St. Ann's youths by plucking the flowers of 
the church from under their very eyes. 


St. Ann's is the largest parish in the city. Its communicants 


number 15,000, scattered over the entire northeastern section of 
the city, and of this number it is estimated that at least 500 are of a 
marriageable age, both young men and young women. 


The first letter which was received at the parish house in regard 


to the 'bashfulness of the St. Ann's boys was from a girl whose name 
Jather Hand refuses to reveal. It runs as follows: 


Rev. and Dear Father: A few days ago two girl friends were 


talking with me about what you said in the July Kalendar of the 
marriages which took place in St. Ann's Church in the month of 
June. The whole three of us agreed that you were perfectly right 
when you called the young men of St. Ann's a lot of "sleepy head's." 
They are the slowest and sleepiest lot of men in the city, or out of 
the city, for that matter. Several of them were calling on me, but I 
found them slower than snails. I suppose they would still be calling 
on me if I had mot shook them. 


Not long ago I chanced to meet a nice young man from another 


parish. He is a strict Catholic, and has lots of grit and courage. 
When Father Angelo was giving the Novena to the sodalists last 
December he said that a young man ought to propose within seven 
months at the very latest. Well, this young man did "pop the ques- 
tion" just seven months after he began to call on me, and got the 
answer he expected. He is going to call on you "on business" very 
soon. 


One of the girls who was speaking to me told me in confidence 


that she has done just as I have. She expects to have the question 
popped to her within the next two months, but not by a young man 
from St. Ann's. The third girl said that she had been waiting for a 
young man from St. Ann's, but will wait no longer. She is going to 
Kave her eyes open for an acceptable suitor from some other parish.

SAN FRANCISCO, September 30.-Now that the fusion 


ticket is in the field there is a good deal of question as to what 
Rn.ef is going to do in making up his ticket. It may be said in a 
few words that the fusion ticket is not a strong one. The men 
who made it up ought to be ashamed of themselves. They 
started in on a crusade of reform, and with one or two notable 
exceptions, there is not an out-and-out reformer on the ticket. 


As far as the Republicans are concerned, I predicted for 


you some weeks ago that the Herrin performers would take 
away from the League reformers all the loaves and fishes, and 
leave the reformers nothing but the husks of the official tamale. 
Well, it has turned out just as I said it would. The Reformers 
now know that doing practical politics is a science, and that in 
the game an amateur has no chance against the professional. 


Fairfax Wheelan and his well-meaning followers are now 


aware of the fact that Partridge will report on to Herrin, and 
will have very little use for them after he has used their move- 
ment to help him in the campaign. Down in their hearts they 
are pretty sore over this, but they will get over their soianess and 
will make a first-class fight to elect Partridge, with at least an 
even chance of winning out.

If you look clown the rest of the ticket you will find that 


/every last one of the Republican nominees, with the exception of 
Auditor Harry Baehr, is a Herrin programmer. Baehr was the 
candidate of the Reformers for Mayor, and his election would 
have brought Dan Burns back to power. As nobody ever 
accused Dan Burns of being a Reformer, it will be seen that even 
Baehr is not apt to elevate the city's civic policy to so high an 
altitude that he will get frozen to death in being good. The only 
other nomination that the League Reformers succeeded in secur- 
ing was that of Supervisor Fred N. Bent, who is one of the worst 
of the present bunch in the Board. Bent is the particular pro- 
tege of Senator Dick Welch, and everybody knows that Dick is 
anything but a Reformer, and that he is only too eager to do bus- 
iness ( with Herrin whenever the opportunity offers. 
So the 


League has not thus far accomplished very much in the way of 
Reform. 


When you turn to the Democratic side of fusion, you find 


more Reformers, but even there they are not in the majority. 
Supervisor Henry U. Brandenstein, the nominee for District 
Attorney, is honest, and his family is so rich that he is entirely 
above any financial temptation. He would not hurt a corpora- 
tion for anything. Pie has the rich man's natural affinity for 
other rich men, and can be relied upon to protect property inter- 
ests to the best of his ability, even if those property interests 
should be a little inclined to get outside the strict construction 
o± the law. Brandenstein's greatest weakness is a tendency to 
lose his head when goaded a little by an opponent. I fancy that 
rt he is engaged in a big criminal trial with a keen-witted lawyer 
jon the other side, that opponent will get him so angry that he 
rwill lose all control of himself and of his case. Still, Branden- 
- stem is about the best of the nominees, and he will make a very 
strong run, with the Jewish votes solidly behind him. 


Sheriff Peter Curtis and Recorder Gtodchaux are just aver- 


age job-chasers, who have filled their positions just as average 
job-chasers would, and who have done nothing at all for reform 
Public Administrator Hynes seems to have been a better official 


#than preceding administrators, as there have been less of those 
.grasping scandals and less legalized robbery of widows and 
orphans than in previous administrations. Coroner Leland has 
been just an average Coroner, neither very good nor very bad

As for the Board of Supervisors, some of the men renom- 


matecl, like Payot and Comte, are above the average of office- 
holders, but a good many of the others, like Braunhart and 
Connor have been in the position so long, and have had so many 
favors from public corporations like the Telephone Company 
tiat their clays of usefulness are about over. It can be said in 
their favor, however, that their shortcomings are known, and 
that it may be better to accept the evils that we know about than 
to fly to evils that we know not of. It has generally been 


accepted that the Democratic Supervisors who have been fight- 
ing against Schmitz were unbeatable before the people. Cer- 
tainly they have run very strong in the past and may be able to 
win out again. 


Ruef and Schmitz are of the opinion that they can elect a 


majority of the Board of Supervisors this time; that they can 
beat Curtis for Sheriff and Brandenstein for District Attorney, 
as well as electing Schmitz Mayor. Against Brandenstein they 
will nominate for District Attorney Langdon, the present Sup'- 
erintendent of Schools. Langdon has made a good Superin- 
tendent of Schools. He can make a rather forceful address, 
and has a faculty of getting votes. I doubt very much .however, 
if She will be able to defeat Brandenstein. He had better remain 
in his present position, where he is a success. In fact, the Board 
of Education and the administration of the public schools show 
about the only distinct success achieved by the Schmitz admin- 
istration,

For Sheriff, Ruef wanted to nominate School Director 


Larry Walsh, but Walsh did not care to run, and so "Whistling 
Dick" Wheelan, a former Sheriff, may be induced to make the 
ranning against Curtis. 
Wheelan is a Democrat, and cam- 


paigns by whistling, singing and telling stories. He has great 
skill as an entertainer in this way, and is personally far more 
popular than Curtis. Some wonderment is expressed as to 
whether Curtis will, on the first of the month, discharge his 
union labor deputies and let them get out to make a fight against 
him, or whether he will hold them on until the first of the year 
and then let them go. The League leaders want him to get rid 
of them at once; but the League leaders are not practical poli- 
ticians.

The enormous increase in registration puts all the politi- 


cians entirely at sea as to the outcome of the election. Some of 
the wise men hold that a new registration is always in favor of 
the new man and against the old officeholder, if this theory 
holds good, Schmitz will be very decisively beaten. The League 
made, in six of the Republican districts,'a systematic effort to 
get all the anti-Schmitz voters to register. In the other twelve 
districts of the city the League did little or nothing. But the 
unions got to work and sent to the Registrar's office a great 
many of their members who never before had been on the regis- 
ter. In the last days of registration the occupations given by 
the men registering certainly indicated a great preponderance 
in favor of Schmitz. Schmitz buttons were very much in evi- 
dence. But in this matter some of the Republican politicians 
played a shrewd trick on the Ruef men. They found that men 
wearing Schmitz buttons were registered very promptly, while 
others were permitted to wait. So they secured a lot of Schmitz 
buttons and put them on the men they sent out to the Registrar's 
office. Consequently the preponderance of Schmitz buttons 
could not be taken as an indication of the preponderance of 
bchrmtz voters among the new registrations. 


But, with 18,000 new voters on the roll, and an indicated 


population of about half a million, it is utterly impossible to 
predict the outcome of the election. There certainly is a great 
deal more noise over Schmitz than over Partridge, but it is not 
always noise that counts. The enthusiasm for Partridge has not 
vet been worked up, and if the campaign during the coming 
month is properly attended to, an enormous vote may pufi 
through the fusion candidate.
